The first bill 
went down to defeat, but on the 
next legislative day was revived 
and passed after a terrific fight. It 
was signed by the governor and 
became effective August I, last.

Before his term 
as warden he was mayor of Joliet. 
His father was warden of the pris­ 
on under Governor Altgeld.
